POWERRDE.

Actress and writer Carrie Fisher, who rose to 
global fame as the trail-blazing heroine Princess 
Leia in the “Star Wars” franchise and later went 
on to establish herself as an author and screen- 
writer with an acerbic comic flair, has died. 

Fisher suffered a cardiac incident on Friday 
during a flight to Los Angeles from London, 
where she had been filming the third season 
of the Amazon comedy “Catastrophe.” She 
was rushed to UCLA Medical Center, but after 
three days in intensive care, she died, a family 
publicist confirmed. She was 6o years old. 

From the moment she first stepped onto 
the screen in 1977’s “Star Wars,” the charac- 
ter of Leia Organa— whip-smart, wryly funny 
and fearless enough to stand up to the likes of 
Darth Vader without batting an eye —inspired 
generations. 

Decades later, when Fisher returned to the 
role in last year’s “Star Wars: The Force Awak- 
ens,” she reflected to The L.A. Times on her 
status as a new kind of role model in the pop 
culture landscape. 

“I remember the first time it was weird to 
me was when someone wanted to thank me 
because they’d become a lawyer because of 
me,” Fisher said. “The main thing they said 


is that they identified with me. I felt like that 
was somebody that could be heroic without 
being a superhero and be relatable.” 

Fisher’s offscreen life was marked by more 
personal battles, including bouts of drug 
abuse, a complicated family history and strug- 
gles with bipolar disorder— all of which she 
would use as material for lacerating comedy 
in her numerous works of fiction and nonfic- 
tion. Fisher would become an advocate on be- 
half of others struggling with mental illness, 
helping defuse stigma surrounding the issue 
through her own candor. 

Fisher was born into Hollywood royalty on 
Oct. 21, 1956, to singer Eddie Fisher and actress 
Debbie Reynolds, who divorced when she was 2. 
But she rocketed to fame in her own right when 
director George Lucas cast her as Leia in his 
space opera while she was still a teenager. She 
reprised the role in 1980’s “The Empire Strikes 
Back” and 1983’s “Return of the Jedi.” 

In the wake of “Star Wars,” Fisher continued 
to act on occasion in films such as Woody Al- 
len’s “Hannah and Her Sisters” and the roman- 
tic comedy “When Harry Met Sally...” But it 
wasn’t until Fisher turned to writing with the 
semi-autobiographical 1987 novel “Postcards 
from the Edge” that she began to define herself 


outside of the role of Princess Leia. 

In “Postcards from the Edge,” Fisher sati- 
rized her own acting career, her struggle with 
drug abuse and bipolar disorder and her some- 
times stormy relationship with her mother. 
It was adapted for the big screen in 1990 and 
went on to launch an entirely new career for 
Fisher as a best-selling author and screenwriter. 

Fisher went on to write several more novels, 
including “Surrender the Pink” and “Delusions 
of Grandma,” and published a 2008 memoir 
called “Wishful Drinking,” based on a one- 
woman show she had performed on Broadway 
She also earned steady work as one of the film 
industry’s most in-demand script doctors. 

At the time of her death, Fisher was on tour 
promoting her recently published book “The 
Princess Diarist,” a memoir based on diaries 
Fisher kept around the time she filmed the first 
“Star Wars.” The book revealed that she had 
carried on an affair with co-star Harrison Ford. 

Indeed, Fisher— who was briefly married to 
singer Paul Simon in the early 1980s and had a 
daughter, Billie Catherine Lourd, from a later 
relationship with talent agent Bryan Lourd— 
was never one to shy away from uncomfort- 
able or intimate subjects. On social media, 
she cultivated a brash, wise-cracking persona. 


In her own words 

In her 2008 memoir “Wishful Drinking,” 
Carrie Fisher recalled how George Lucas 
told her she couldn’t wear a bra in “Star 
Wars,” later explaining that in space, one’s 
body would expand but their bra wouldn’t, 
so they’d be strangled by it. “Now I think 
that this would make for a fantastic obit— 
so I tell my younger friends that no matter 
how I go, I want it reported that I drowned 
in moonlight, strangled by my own bra.”

whether posting droll one-liners or photos of 
her French bulldog, Gary 

Fisher had been confirmed to return as 
Leia in the next installment in the franchise, 
“Episode VIII,” due in theaters December 
2017. The film finished shooting this summer. 

Although some actors might bemoan being 
so closely associated with a single role for so 
many years, Fisher never seemed to resent be- 
ing linked to Leia. 

“It’s not always fun, but it’s certainly life- 
changing,” she told The Times last year. “I 
have been Princess Leia exclusively It’s been 
a part of my life for 40 years... . I’m like the 
diplomat to a country that I haven’t been to 
yet. I am that country”

Campaigns should expect, 
work to prevent hacking

Political campaigns could be as vulnerable 
as businesses when it comes to hacking, says 
Harper Reed, who was the chief technology 
officer of President Obama’s 2012 campaign. 

In a February 2013 TED talk, delivered live 
at the Long Beach Performing Arts Center 
and released online for the first time earlier 
this month, Reed said both 2008 presidential 
campaigns were hacked by unknown foreign 
entities. He said the Obama team was “safe” 
in 2012 because it invested in security 

Successful hackers “could’ve really disrupt- 
ed our process,” he said in the talk. “They 
could’ve disrupted the election. I don’t think 
we’re going to be that safe in 
the future.” 

Now, following reports that 
the Russian government inter- 
vened in this year’s election to 
help boost Donald Trump to 
victory Reed’s prediction ap- 
pears to have come true. 

He told Blue Sky the use of 
technology in campaigns, as in 
business, creates a “fragile envi- 
ronment.” And in an election, 
there is typically one clearly 
defined opponent. 

These days, it seems some 
groups are interested in leaking 
damaging information, often 
without context, said Reed, 
who is based in Chicago. That was some- 
thing that didn’t happen in 2008, when the 
campaigns of Obama and John McCain were 
hacked, he said. 

“The thing is, 2008 was just kind of normal 
espionage,” Reed said. “However, after that 
you have WikiLeaks, you have all of these 
hacking groups but most of it is about leak- 
ing things.” 

In the past, he said, hackers would take 
documents or information for their own use. 
Now, entities such as WikiLeaks are leading 
the trend to spill those secrets to the public, 
he said. 

This year, those leaks may have contrib- 


uted to Hillary Clinton’s loss, intelligence 
officials have suggested. 

Reed, who is now director of software de- 
velopment at PayPal and did not work on this 
year’s campaigns, said part of the problem 
with securing elections is the sheer number 
of people involved as staff and volunteers. 
Regardless of how strong an organization’s 
technology is, people are the weakest link, 
he said. 

Scores of people volunteer to support their 
candidates, which is both a beautiful aspect 
of American democracy and a liability, Reed 
said. He said even smart people can be duped 
by clever phishing attacks. 

But Reed said the answer to 
that problem isn’t using fewer 
volunteers. 

“I don’t want to remove 
people. I like people. I’m actu- 
ally a big fan of people,” he said. 

Instead, people and cam- 
paigns need to put technol- 
ogy safeguards in place. Reed 
recommended that everyone 
enable two-factor authentica- 
tion on their email, a process in 
which a user can only gain access 
to a computer or account after 
providing at least two forms of 
identification, such as a pass- 
word and a fingerprint. This can 
and should be done for personal 
as well as professional accounts, he said. 

He also recommended using a password 
manager and a secure chat application such 
as Signal. Campaigns and companies should 
enact policies to delete emails after a certain 
period of time. At the Obama campaign, 
email was cleared after 30 days, he said. 

Since average people probably can’t 
outsmart hackers, attacks will persist even if 
people take precautions, Reed said. 

“This should not be a surprise to anyone 
who is involved with the internet,” he said. 
“How many times do you have a relative who 
is like, ‘Don’t open that email— my email was 
hacked’?”

NORTHWESTERN 
RECEIVER’S TALENTS SOAR 
ON EVERY KIND OF STAGE

I f any college football player deserves to 
have a song written about him, it’s Austin 
Carr. 

At Northwestern’s Meet the Team 
event before the 2016 season kicked off, 
the wide receiver from Benicia, Calif, expressed 
his desire to sometimes “just belt out the classics, 
like ‘New York, New York.’ ” 

Those words seem prescient now, as Carr will 
play his final collegiate game Wednesday when 
the Wildcats (6-6) take on Pittsburgh (8-4) in the 
Pinstripe Bowl at Yankee Stadium (i p.m., ESPN). 
Given the vulnerability of the Panthers defense, 
which ranks 127th out of 128 teams nationally in 
passing yards allowed, expect Carr and the NU 
offense to have a big day 

It’s a golden opportunity for Carr, who has NFL 
aspirations, to perform before a national audience. 

And “perform” is definitely the operative word 
when referring to just about anything involving 
Carr. The senior caught the singing/acting bug as 
a child when he saw “The Lion King” in his native 
Bay Area. He later landed the lead male role in 
his high school’s production of “Beauty and the 
Beast.” 

“There’s a special place in my heart for musical 
theater as I was involved in it all throughout high 
school,” Carr said. 

The winner of the Richter-Howard Wide 
Receiver of the Year award (Big Ten’s best wide 
receiver), he was also a finalist for the Burlsworth 
Trophy (nation’s best college football player who 
began as a walk-on) and the Biletnikoff Award 
(nation’s best receiver). 

There are even parallels to be drawn between 
Carr and “Hamilton,” the musical sweeping the 
nation. Most of the blockbuster is set in New York 
City and Alexander Hamilton’s former home is 
about a mile from the bowl game site. 

Carr is quite familiar with the music of 
“Hamilton” already— “My Shot” is his favorite 
song in the book. It’s the most apt tune possible, as 
it’s about having huge ambitions despite long odds. 

“When I came here, I was a no-name who 
wanted to earn a scholarship, and the dream has 
come true, so to speak, and it’s been a real honor,” 
Carr said of the team’s success this season. 

To borrow a line from the first musical he 
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attended, it’s the circle of life. 

Carr entered this season with just 23 career 
catches. But he exploded in 2016, leading the 
Big Ten in receptions (84), receiving yards 
(1,196) and receiving touchdowns (12). Pro 
Football Focus tabbed him as the top slot 
receiver in the nation. 

Not bad for a former walk-on. 

“Fll be honest with you, no, I didn’t picture 
this happening two, three years ago when 
I wasn’t able to play or contribute much,” 
said Carr, who had eight 
catches for 158 yards 
against College Football 
Playoff-bound Ohio 
State on Oct. 29. “I always 
knew I could be a guy to 
add value to the team, but 
it’s just been a byproduct 
of hard work and having 
a great family around me 
on this football team of 
brothers who truly care 
about me and who I care 
about.” 

The NU football at- 
mosphere is very frater- 
nal indeed, with many 
players having earned 
creative nicknames. For 
example, linebacker An- 
thony Walker, the Wild- 
cats’ defensive captain, is 
known as “The Franchise.’ 

Along those lines, receiver Andrew “the 
Bull” Scanlan said Carr’s moniker is ‘A.C. 
Butterknife” thanks to an incident in 
his freshman year at training camp. Carr 
accidentally cut himself with a butter knife 
in the cafeteria. The wound required surgery, 
keeping him out of action for weeks. 

The nickname stuck, and it’s ironic given 
how intelligent Carr is. He has already earned 
an undergraduate degree in philosophy and is 
working on a master’s in management studies. 

“He’s the definition of a Wildcat man, and 
that’s why he was named captain— [it was 


for] all his accomplishments, this year, and 
off the field as well,” Scanlan said. “He’s just 
an awesome, special guy You can write all day 
about [Carr’s talents}. 

“I don’t know if many people know this, 
but every away game he finds the nearest 
piano in the hotel and he’ll just play That’s his 
Zen, so to speak. It’s where he gets his mind 
right, and he’ll play for hours and hours and 
that’s how he gets into his A.C. mode.” 

In addition to playing the piano and singing, 
Carr also writes songs and 
can play the guitar. 

“He’s a pretty good 
singer. I’ll give that to 
him,” said fellow receiver 
Solomon “Solo” Vault, 
adding that Carr often 
sings in the locker room 
showers. “I know he sang 
the national anthem at a 
couple [Northwestern] 
sporting events. 

“He loves John Legend, 
and if someone asks, ‘Hey 
Austin, sing something,’ 
he’d probably sing 
‘Ordinary People.’ That’s 
his favorite one.” 

Case in point: His 
freshman year, Carr won 
the student-athlete talent 
show when he performed 

“Ordinary People.” 

Knowing all this, no one would be surprised 
to learn Carr has his sights set on a performing 
arts career once his football-playing days are 
behind him. 

‘At the talent show last year, he made his 
own song and performed it [in] front of the 
student-athlete body so that was pretty 
cool,” Wildcats running back Justin “Bread 
and Butter” Jackson said. “I think he can 
do whatever he wants [in life}. He’s a very 
talented guy a very dedicated guy so whatever 
he puts his mind to he’s pretty good at.”

RONERO BRINGS RUM, MORE UPSCALE LATIN 
CUISINE TO WEST LOOP’S RANDOLPH ROW

Another upscale Latin-focused restaurant joins 
El Che Bar and Boleo in this year’s buzziest 
trend, this one with a dedicated rum element. 
Ronero opened last week on Randolph Ro^ 
and along with Caribbean-inspired eats from 
executive chef Cory Morris (Mercat a la Planxa, 
Rural Society), guests can get a taste of Havana 
nights at an exclusive upstairs speakeasy 

The project comes from Nils Westlind, who 
spent much of his childhood in Colombia 
with his parents, who were international social 
workers. His love for rum, the first alcoholic 
beverage he tried at a quinceanera, inspired 
the concept, as did his childhood explorations 
in South America. 

The menu, from the chef who also appeared 


on “Chopped,” borrows from Colombian, Ar- 
gentinian, Brazilian and other Latin American 
cuisines. Divided into three sections, the start- 
ers portion features baked empanadas ($ii), 
Peruvian-style ceviche ($i6) and hearts of palm 
salad ($15). The entree section of meats, birds, 
fish and vegetables includes dorado mahi-mahi 
with gallo pinto, shishito peppers and Salsa Li- 
zano, a Costa Rican table condiment ($26), and 
a hamburger based on a torta Cubana topped 
with chorizo marmalade and shoestring po- 
tatoes on a potato roll served with yucca fries 
($18). The main menu attraction, “el gran 
show,” offers shared portions for two to four 
with a tableside spectacle element, including 
pescado frito, a whole fried red snapper atop 
coconut-cola rice and fried plantain ($45) that’s 


carved tableside, and puerco en pachamanca, 
pork shoulder cooked in banana leaf to mimic 
Peruvian ground cooking ($52). 

With ornate wall tiles from Nicaragua and 
white-washed brick, the decor combines 
rustic elements of old world Havana and art 
deco accents of rum-running during Prohibi- 
tion, including brass panels and chandelier 
light fixtures. The marble-top bar, built with 
hand-carved wooden medallions composed of 
258 individual pieces, features South Ameri- 
can-influenced cocktails curated by beverage 
director and partner Allie Kim (Momotaro, 
Maple & Ash). 

Named for a master rum distiller, or maestro 
ronero, the main dining room in the back will 
feature portraits of maestro roneros hanging 
over green velvet booths. Rum is prevalent at 
Ronero, and the restaurant even features an 
upstairs speakeasy-style bar dedicated to it. 
Westlind’s past projects include club venues, 
such as Parliament, and the upstairs bar fea- 
tures tableside cocktail service, his answer to 
bottle service, available by reservation. 

A wall of rum barrels serves as the entrance, 
which Westlind said is inspired by Castillo 
San Felipe de Barajas, an enormous fortress 
in Cartagena, Colombia. As a kid, Westlind— 
nicknamed “gringo loco” by the locals— ran 
around the castle scaring tourists. The West

Loop space was built with skylights that nod 
to open-air aesthetics in South America. Rum 
was the first alcoholic beverage he tasted, and 
he wanted to offer an exclusive experience of 
large-format cocktailing served in vintage bar 
vessels while bands and DJs play Buena Vista 
Social Club music and “Colombia Boat Party” 
jams, Westlind said. Open Thursday through 
Saturday guests can reserve tables in the up- 
stairs lounge for four to six people, and prices 
will range from $300-$500 per table. 

The cocktails honor Latin American tradi- 
tions while introducing current cocktail cul- 
ture in South America, Westlind said. Kim’s 
cocktail menu ($9 -$13), which is also available 
at the downstairs bar, focuses on rums in Latin 
American staples, including a Hotel Nacional 
and Hemingway Daiquiri. Her original cre- 
ations highlight offbeat spirits and ingredients, 
such as the Mama Pacha with gin, singani (Bo- 
livian brandy), allspice liqueur, Peruvian corn 
punch and lemon juice. 

Westlind’s goal is to curate an expansive 
collection of dark aged rum that “helps tell 
the story” of the Latin American spirit. The 
upstairs will also feature a private dining room 
with a members club, where guests can taste 
rare vintage rums and other spirits, such as co- 
gnac and scotch.
